Release of Australian Social Trends, 2008 


Australian Social Trends, 2008 (cat. no. 4102.0) was released on 23 July. This publication presents information on a 
wide range of social issues and areas of public policy concern. The publication covers topics including Family and 
community, Health, Education, Work and Housing. It also provides international comparisons and includes data cubes 


containing a ten-year time series of key indicators at both national and state/territory level.

Australian Social Trends - NSW data 

Internet connections 


In 2006-07, just under two-thirds (64%) of NSW homes had access to the Internet, with broadband out-numbering dial- 
up connections by a factor of two-to-one. 


Risk taking 


In 2004-05, around 11% of people in NSW aged 18-24 years regularly drank risky amounts of alcohol, compared with 
15% of young people nationally. 


First home buyers 


In 2005-06, first home buyers in NSW had the highest average mortgages (along with the ACT) of around $250,000. 
This compares with the national average for first home buyers of $213,000. 


Public transport 

In 2006, around one in four (26%) people in Sydney used public transport to get to work or study. This was the highest 
rate of all Australian capital cities and up slightly from 1996 (23%). Just over two thirds (68%) of Sydneysiders 
travelled by private vehicle, while 5% either walked or rode a bike. 


Education 


More people in NSW now have qualifications such as a degree, diploma or certificate (61% of all people aged 25-64 
years in 2007, up from 47% in 1997). 


Volunteers 


Around one in five people in NSW in 2006 were regular volunteers with women (21%) slightly more likely to volunteer 
than men (19%). 


Adult kids living with their parents 


One half of people (50%) aged 20-24 years in NSW live with their parents. This is second only to Victoria where 51% 
of people in this age group live with parents.

National Regional Profile - OUT NOW! 
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THE LATEST RELEASE FOR USERS OF SMALL AREA DATA 


The fourth edition of the National Regional Profile (NRP) was released on 28 July. The NRP provides a brief statistical 
summary of key economic and social information for various levels of the Australian Standard Geographic 
Classification (ASGC), including Statistical Local Areas (SLAs) and Local Government Areas (LGAs) making the NRP 


a useful tool and valuable resource for users of small area data. Data in the NRP spans the years 2002 to 2006, where 
available, with data based on the geographical boundaries described in the 2006 edition of the ASGC. 


Data are provided in the NRP from a variety of ABS and non-ABS sources covering: population characteristics, births 
and deaths, unemployment, taxable income, wage and salary earners, building approvals and motor vehicle sales etc., 
enabling users to obtain a snapshot of selected characteristics of a local area or to compare the same characteristics 
across areas. Some of the data in the NRP is not available anywhere else on the ABS website in the same level of 
detail. Additional data for New South Wales from non-ABS sources include: criminal incidents and public housing. 


This release of the NRP contains a number of improvements on the previous edition including a new NRP Welcome 
Page to assist users in navigating through the product and locating data. Furthermore, ‘Help’ information includes a 
frequently asked questions guide and improved mapping includes the introduction of Local Government Area maps in 
this edition. Another new Help feature is a series of videos showing how to use the NRP. These can be found from the 
NRP Video Demonstration link on the Welcome Page.

LATEST TIME USE SURVEY DATA 


Time Use Surveys provide information on the daily activity patterns of people, and measure unpaid work in the home 
and community as well as time spent on other activities such as employment, leisure, social and community interaction 
and sleeping patterns. 


Recently, the ABS released the results of the latest Time Use Survey, in How Australians Use Their Time, 2006 (cat. 
no. 4153.0). This is the third national Time Use Survey, creating opportunities for analysts to track changes in many 
aspects of Australian society. The results confirm that one of these changes is the continuing decline in the average 
time Australians spend in sport and outdoor activity, compared with other less physically active forms of leisure. 
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TIME USE RESEARCH CONFERENCE

Labour of love 
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REFINING LABOUR STATISTICS IN AUSTRALIA 


In an article in the July issue of Australian Labour Market Statistics (cat. no. 6105.0), the ABS presented for the first 
time quarterly estimates of labour underutilisation. This quarterly labour force underutilisation rate (QLFUR) replaces 
the existing annual rate which was first published in 2002 in Information Paper: Measures of Labour Underutilisation 
(cat. no. 6296.0). The new quarterly series has a more conceptually sound basis than the annual rate, and has 
provided the opportunity to produce more frequent and timely measures of changes in underemployment, and in turn, 
the underutilisation rate. In Australia, the labour force underutilisation rate is defined as the sum of the number of 
people unemployed and the number underemployed, expressed as a proportion of the labour force. It can also be 
viewed as the sum of the unemployment rate and the underemployment rate. 


In May 2008 the trend QLFUR for Australia was 10.1%, lower than for May 2001 (13.9%), however, the contributions 
of the unemployment rate and the underemployment rate to this has changed over time. In May 2001, the trend 
quarterly unemployment rate and the trend quarterly underemployment rate contributed almost equally to the labour 
force underutilisation rate (6.8% and 7.1% respectively). Since that time the trend quarterly unemployment rate has 
fallen more than the trend quarterly underemployment rate (2.7 and 1.1 percentage points respectively) which has 
resulted in the quarterly underemployment rate assuming a larger proportion of the labour force underutilisation rate 
over time.

Improved family estimates from the Labour Force Survey (LFS) 


While estimates of the labour force characteristics of families have been produced from the LFS since 1979, the 
survey was not specifically designed to produce high quality family estimates. The ABS is currently undertaking a 
project to make better use of the data available from the survey, and to implement an improved weighting 
methodology. Together these changes will deliver improved family estimates which are more in line with estimated 
resident population (ERP) and other ABS collections. The datacubes containing the improved family estimates are 
expected to be released in Labour Force Status and Other Characteristics of Families (cat. no. 6224.0.55.001) on 16 
October 2008.

LATEST SNAPSHOT OF NSW 


The NSW population at 31 December 2007 was 6.93 million people, an increase of 72,900 people (1.1%) over the 
previous 12 months. In 2007, there were 89,500 births in NSW and 46,700 deaths, resulting in a natural increase of 
42,800. NSW also recorded a net overseas migration gain of 54,200 people and a net interstate migration loss of 
24,000 people.

POPULATION BY AGE AND SEX IN NSW 


There were 6.89 million residents in NSW at 30 June 2007. Almost one in five residents were children (19.4%) aged 
0-14 years. Two thirds of the population (67.0%) were of working age (15-64 years), with 2.98 million working aged 
people residing in the Sydney Statistical Division (SD). Older people (65 years and over) represented 13.7% of the 
NSW population and were more likely to live in SDs along the NSW coast. 


At 30 June 2007 there were 98.1 males for every 100 females in NSW. Females outnumbered males in all SDs along 
the NSW coast. The median age for NSW was 36.9 years. Reflecting their longer life expectancy the median age for 
females was 37.7 years, 1.5 years higher than males at 36.2 years.

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OUTCOMES OF THE REVIEW OF THE AUSTRALIAN STANDARD GEOGRAPHIC CLASSIFICATION (ASGC) 


The ABS will be replacing the current ASGC with the new Australian Statistical Geography Standard (ASGS) through 
an implementation strategy commencing in 2011. This decision is based on a review of the ASGC conducted in 2007. 
The Information Paper: Outcome from The Review of the Australian Standard Geographical Classification (cat. no. 
1216.0.55.002) was released in July, and highlights the main stakeholder concerns arising from the review and the 
subsequent changes made to the ASGS to address these concerns. 


The design of the new ASGS will occur throughout 2008-2010. Statistical Area Level 2 (SA2) design will be the next 
step in the process and will involve intensive user consultation with key stakeholders on the design of SA2s. There will 
be considerable opportunities for SA2 boundaries to be changed resulting from stakeholders feedback. The 
consultation period will be a 3 month process and SA2 design should be completed by mid 2009.

Housing Statistics Workshops 


In July, the ABS hosted two housing statistics workshops in Sydney to obtain stakeholder input into a Housing 
Information Development Plan (IDP). Both workshops were well attended by housing data users from a range of NSW 
government agencies, community organisations and industry groups. 


The workshop participants provided valuable input into key housing policy and research issues, unmet information 
requirements and future data needs. Particular issues raised included the need for better data on the housing stock, 
Indigenous housing, housing transitions for people with complex needs, and the impact of transport and other 
infrastructure costs on assessments of housing costs and affordability. 


The Housing IDP is an agreement between data users and providers on actions to improve housing statistics to meet 
key policy and research needs. The ABS is currently conducting workshops across Australia to gain stakeholder input 
into the Housing IDP. Following the workshops the ABS will work with data providers towards establishing and 
implementing an agreed set of actions to improve the range of information available.
